Chicago seems to have a love-hate relationship with goats. 

First it was the Billy Goat curse on the Cubs. Then it was the 
highly acclaimed restaurant Girl and the Goat. Now, it’s the 
grazing goats at O’Hare. 

These goats are part of the herd, which also includes sheep, 
llamas and burros, that was retained to feast on the vegetation 
growing on airport property that landscapers find difficult to 
maintain with equipment, according to the city 

The herd got its on-camera close-up Tuesday, when the 


city’s aviation department invited media to see the animals at 
O’Hare. The herd will graze on up to 120 acres of land sepa- 
rated from the airfield by fences. 

The city claimed the initiative will decrease landscape main- 
tenance costs, provide an alternative to toxic herbicides and 
reduce habitat for wildlife, such as birds, that could be hazard- 
ous to airport operations. 

The herd’s arrival in late July came a month behind the city’s 
expected start date. In May the two-year grazing services con- 
tract was to Central Commissary Holdings, which operates 
the Butcher & the Burger restaurant in Lincoln Park. At the 
time, the city said the goats would start the pilot program in 
a month. 

The Tribune reported the company was the lowest bidder 
at $19,500 to have its goats, which were living on a Barrington 
Hills farm, munch on foliage.

tion of road to water, or traffic to water, that I 
was when I was assaulted. 

“There was a car that drove hy, and the 
fight sort of came into the tent the same way 
that the fights came into my hoat. And I just 
freaked out. I remember it reaUy shocking me 
that I was having that reaction. And Andy my 
boyfriend, was like, ‘What’s wrong? The car 
went away We’re OK.’ It wasn’t that I felt like 
I was going to be attacked. It was the memo- 
ry-having the same memory happen again.” 

In the year that followed, the trip brought 
speaking engagements and job offers. It also 
brought exposure and donations to RO'VC^ giv- 
ing Gibbons the opportunity to work for ROW 
full time. She serves as executive director and is 
involved in the group’s programming, develop- 
ment and day-to-day business operations. 

Along with her work at ROW, Gibbons 
coaches row at the Chicago Rowing Union 
and advocates for new boathouses in Chica- 
go. One on the North Side, called Clark Park, 
is close to opening at Rockwell Street south of 
Addison Street. As summer winds down. Gib- 
bons has two goals: the launch of a South Side 
boating facility and her next adventure, slated 
for summer 2014. 

“It’s exciting,” Gibbons said of the South 
Side project. “I think we can do a lot with it. 
And not just for ROW, but for that commu- 
nity and the sport in the city” 

Gibbons has no interest in taking another 
solo trip. Instead, in 2014 she will spend two 
weeks biking around Lake Michigan with a 
group of cancer survivors from ROW 

“The trip around the lake via bicycle with 
survivors was meant to accomplish our mis- 
sion,” Gibbons said. “It was meant to get sur- 
vivors exercising as well as building awareness 
[for ROW}. It’s fun for me mostly because it’s

not about me. It’s about these women who 
have these stories.” 

Following the sexual assault episode. Gib- 
bons began to see a therapist regularly a prac- 
tice she discontinued after feeling emotion- 
ally recovered. The effects weren’t merely in 
the trauma of being attacked, but also in her 
frustration with those who accused her of 
faking the attack to drum up publicity 

Part of the skepticism stems from the am- 
biguity of the term “sexual assault,” as well as 
the legal restrictions on what Gibbons is al- 
lowed to say about the details of the incident

in case it ever sees court. 

“When my story came out, there were cer- 
tain things, and there stiU are certain things, 
that I can’t talk about,” she said. “So for me it 
was really frustrating because when you put out 
ambiguous or vague information about a sexual 
assault, people immediately jump to the word 
‘rape.’ Which is extremely frustrating because 
there’s such a cormotation with that word. 
‘Sexual assault’ and ‘rape.’ "Vbu’d think that they 
would be kind of the same thing. But it’s not.” 

Still, just as Gibbons used the remaining 
weeks of her 2012 trip to help her refocus, she

is now using her work to move in a positive 
direction. 

And she has no regrets. 

“If I could go back and do it. I’d do it all 
over again,” she said. “Knowing whatever was 
going to happen. I’d definitely go back and do 
it all over again. I wouldn’t plan another trip if 
I didn’t think that it was worth it. And I know 
that it’s going to be a lot of sacrifice. I know 
what I’m getting myself into again.” 

She flashed a warm smile. “But it’s worth 
it.”

On Fri- 
day he will be featured in the main event in a 
title eUminator bout against Gabriel Campillo 
of Spain. 

Tell us about your journey as a boxer. 

I came here six years ago to begin my boxing 
career with {trainer} Sam Colonna. Chicago is 
a very nice city with a big Polish com- 
munity Of course two of my country- 
men, Andrew Golota and Tomasz 
Adamek, both came to this city and 
found great success as pros with 
Sam. It wasn’t easy I lost twice, I 
broke my hand in my last fight and 
had surgery but now I’m two wins 
away from a world championship. 

Have you fought outside 
before? 

Two or three times, back 
in Poland. I’ve learned in 
Chicago the temperature and 
weather change hour to hour. 

But there’s more oxygen outside 
too, so it should be good. I’ve 
been training outside a lot. We 
went to Florida and trained on 
the sand at the beach. 

What does your opponent bring 
tothetabie? 

He is very sneaky and dangerous. 

I have to watch him. He adjusts 
to his opponents and can turn a 
fight around that he is losing. He 
has class. 


Mike Mollo has a lot to prove. After going 
almost three years between bouts because of 
licensing issues, the 33-year-old Oak Lawn resi- 
dent lost to heavyweight Artur Szpilka at the 
UIC Pavihon in February Now MoUo has an- 
other shot at Szpilka. 

Have you ever fought outside before? 

No, not in the ring anyways. {Smiles.} 

You’re a South Sider— what’s it like to be fight- 
ing in at U.S. Ceiluiar Field? 

It’s amazing, man. I’m just really looking 
forward to it. My family’s from Bridgeport so 
we’d always sit at my uncle’s house and watch 
the {baseball} game. A lot of my childhood 
memories are there. 

Even though you lost, you knocked 
Szpilka down twice In the last fight. 

Does that give you a psychoiogical 
advantage? 

Of course! The guy got no chin. I’m 
gonna hurt him to the body and the 
head. 

For sports fans who have 
turned their backs on 
boxing, why should they 
give it a chance? 

We’re gonna light that 
stage up! There ain’t 
gorma be no patty-cake 
out there. I understand 
what the public wants 
and it’s easy to give them 
what they want. ... They 
want to see a guy who’s 
fearless and is gorma take pun- 
ishment and give punishment.

It’s a safe bet there was a cache ofTwix 
bars stashed somewhere backstage 
when Angel Olsen performed last 
month at the Pitchfork Music Festival. 

“It’s the one thing I have on my 
[tour} rider, and if I don’t have them I 
won’t go on,” Olsen said with a laugh. 
“Well, that’s not true, but it’s become 
a running joke between [my friends 
and I}.” 

This laughter might come as a surprise to 
those who only know the 26 -year-old singer- 
songwriter from her breakthrough sophomore 


album, “HalfWay Home,” a heavy-hearted 
effort dominated by sad, introspective tunes. 

In a recent phone interview, however, 
the Logan Square resident was equal parts 
thoughtful, charming and, yes, funny (even 
if she couldn’t recall her favorite joke on 
the spot) as she discussed her festival ex- 
perience, the place she feels most at home 
and why she doesn’t sweat things like party 
invites. 

How was performing at Pitchfork? 

It was really interesting. I think my music 
lends itself to a more intimate environment, 
so I didn’t knowwhat to expect. Most times 
with festivals, people are sort of half there 
because they’re there to see several things at 
once, so I was surprised people were paying 


attention. I ended up having a really great 
time. 

What was the highlight of the weekend? 

I saw Bjork. I’d never seen her live. I 
wouldn’t say a festival is the best way to 
judge a performance from an artist because 
it’s not always the most comfortable and 
sound is always escaping— no matter how 
great the sound guy is. But I had a great 
time listening, even with all those factors in 
mind. Then I saw Swans the next day, and 
Swans was amazing. 

Sonicaliy they’re about as far removed 
from your sound as a band can get. 

Yeah, but I listen to a lot of different kinds 
of music. I don’t go home and listen to my

thing that reminds me of who I am or what 
I’m doing. I’m not taking a lamp with me, 
but I’m bringing something that represents 
where I’m from. Maybe it’s even just a book 
or something. I was recently in a town and 
I went to the hotel I was staying in and I 
took all the pillows off the bed and took all 
my clothes out of my bag and put them in 
a dresser, even though I was only staying a 
few days. I kind of made the room as messy 
as possible to make myself feel like, “Well 
this has been lived in, and I’m taking up this 
space and owning this space.” 


Do people tend to assume you’re going to 
be as sad and introspective as your music? 
After “Half Way Home” was released, did 
you find you were getting invited to fewer 
parties? 

[Laughs.] My friends know I’m not the 
records I produce. I am some of that, but 
that’s not all of who I am. I just let people 
think what they want, and if they want to 
think I sit around all day crying and reflect- 
ing and writing about stuff that’s cool, 
whatever. But I do other things. I enjoy life. 
I go on walks. I go to the beach. I would 
even like to maybe get into other artistic 
ventures, but right now [the music] is the 
extent of my public self, so I am to blame in 
some way, I guess.

The quack is back 


After “Duck 
Dynasty” drew an as- 
tounding 9.6 million 
viewers for its Season 
3 finale, I decided 
I should find out 
what’s got everyone 
quacking. 

So I sucked it up and finally watched a few 
full episodes of the hit series based on the 
real-life Robertson clan ofWest Monroe, La. 
Family patriarch Phil Robertson invented 
and patented a duck call that launched 
the Duck Commander/Buck Commander 
business. As CEO, son Willie turned the 
company into a multimillion-doUar sporting 
goods empire and keeps his (also prodigious- 
ly bearded) brothers and uncle in line. 

I won’t be growing a beard or switching to 
an all-camouflage wardrobe any time soon, 
but the Robertsons’ screwball antics did 
charm me. 

The one-hour premiere begins at the 
mansion of Willie and his wife, Korie. Willie 
is fighting a losing game of Battleship with 
his “other brother” Jep when Korie and Jes- 
sica, Jep’s wife, badger the boys about what 
to get Phil and his wife, Miss Kay, for their 
49th anniversary When Willie tries to stop 
any talk of anniversary presents by telling 
the women that his parents never had a real 
wedding, Korie turns the tables on him, 
saying, “We should give them a wedding. ... 
Good idea, babe.” 

“That’s the worst idea Pve ever heard in 
my life,” he says, protesting when she says

the idea was his. “That’s not what I said.” 

Hooked like the fish he catches, Wil- 
lie can only complain as Korie, Jessica and 
Missy, brother Jase’s wife, reel the men into 
the plan. The brothers, their friends and a 
few employees are stuck executing it while 
their oddball Uncle Si distracts Phil and 
Miss Kay. The episode also introduces eldest 
Robertson son Alan, a minister who takes 
no amount of grief from his brothers for not 
sporting a beard. (Alan and his wife, Lisa, 
join the cast this season.) 

I couldn’t help but laugh. The show is 
edited almost like a sitcom to draw out 
maximum humor, with cutaway interviews 
of cast members at just the right moments 
to reinforce their folksy philosophies. One 
could complain about the gender stereo- 
types at play, but the roles are so exaggerat- 
ed here it seems the show and the Robert- 
sons are mocking those biases. 

At any rate, it’s nice to see a reality show 
that isn’t filled with backstabbing and 
familial dysfunction. Yet I can’t avoid feeling 
hke all the good-ol’-boy cheeriness is at least 
partly phony, especially knowing that the 
new season was held up when the Robert- 
sons held out for more money 

As self-aware as “Duck Dynasty” is, 
maybe that negotiation will find its way into 
the plot. But I doubt it.

Love shackin’ up 


OK, it’s more like a castle. 
That’s where the drama is 
on ‘The White Queen’

A dashing young English royal falls for a beau- 
tiful commoner, and their love becomes a na- 
tionwide sensation that forever alters the face 
of the monarchy 

No, their names aren’t Will and Kate, but 
rather King Edward IV and Elizabeth Wood- 
ville. The year is 1464, nearly a decade into 
the Wars of the Roses, a time when (for those 
of you who dozed off during ninth-grade his- 
tory class) the EngHsh monarchy was violently 
contested between two competing branches 
within the House of Plantaganet. 

By secretly marrying a 27-year-old, wid- 
owed mother of two aligned with the rival 
Lancaster clan, the Yorkist Edward IV added 
fuel to the bloody series of power struggles 
that would rage on for another 20 years. 

Now Edward and Elizabeth’s romance and 
the resultant upheaval are at the center of 
“The White Queen,” a new lo-episode period 
epic based on bestseUing novels by Philippa 
Gregory which airs at 8 p.m. Saturdays on 
Starz. Their relationship was considered scan- 
dalous in those days, when duty trumped mat- 
ters of the heart. 

“Love was rarely taken into consideration,” 
said Max Irons, who plays the young king in 
the series. 

“When she meets Edward by the road and 


falls madly in love with him, just a boy meet- 
ing a girl, with that comes consequences,” 
added his co-star, the Swedish actress Rebecca 
Eerguson, whose character is viewed with in- 
tense suspicion by Edward’s family and advis- 
ers— especially the powerful Earl of Warwick, 
known as the “Kingmaker” (James Erain). 

Given the unusually high bodice-ripping 
quotient in “The White Queen,” finding the 
right leading couple was essential. Irons was 
cast early in pre-production, but his queen 
proved more elusive. The actor had to go 
through 15 chemistry tests with potential co- 
stars before Eerguson came along— not that 
he’s complaining. 

“The long and the short of it is, you’ve got 
to do a bit of flirting,” Irons discreetly said of 
the process. 

“The White Queen” is based on “The 
Cousins’ War,” Gregory’s series of novels 
chronicling the Wars of the Roses from the 
perspective of three women vying to main- 
tain their proximity to the throne: In addition 
to Eerguson’s Elizabeth, there’s young Anne 
Neville (Eaye Marsay), pawned off in a politi- 
cally expedient marriage to the creepy Rich- 
ard III, and Margaret Beaufort, played with 
wild-eyed intensity by Amanda Hale, whose 
son Henry VII would become the first Tudor 
monarch. 

“They’re not going to describe powerful, 
active, sexy, ambitious women in tones of any- 
thing other than horror and terror,” Gregory 
said in an interview at the recent Television 
Critics Assn, gathering.

When stage combat goes wrong: 

JB: We’ve had instances where gun props won’t 
go off or sound effects won’t happen-where 
the sound designer misses the gunshot that’s 
supposed to kill the person at the end of the play 
[laughs] and then they have to somehow figure 
out a way to die without being shot. 

KF: This didn’t personally happen to me, but 
in [a production of] “West Side Story,” there’s 
a knife fight and then one character gets shot. 
And the actor who’s suppiosed to shoot doesn’t 
have the gun. He takes off his shoe and goes, 
“Poisoned boot!” and throws it at the other ac- 
tor, who then dies. 

The strangest fight scenes they’ve 
worked on: 

KF: I’m in a short little show right now [“Mad 
Vampires ” at Abbie Fest] where I’m fighting a 
bunch of vampires. It’s very silly and I kill them 
with a pencil.
